nation for governor; W, S. Parkerson, lead- 
er of the Young Men’s Democratic Asso- 
ciation, which carried New Orleans in 1888 
by 1500 majority and elected all the city 
ficers: Colone? Gus Breaux, ex-state sena- 
yo; J. B. Wilkinson, ex-district attorney and 
a brother of the collector of customs; State 
Senator McCall, E. M. Pugh and others.

The sugar planters gave notice to the 
old time re ‘publicans today that they did not 
intend to affiliate with them and would 
Maintain a separate organization and a dis- 
trict Committee. They also gave notice that 
they and not the old time republicans must 
Select the congressional eandidates, and 
they would expect the negroes to vote for 
them. It was understood that an arrange- 
ent had been reached between the sugar 
republicans and the regular republicans by 
which the latter would accept any candi- 
date that the planters put up. They met 
the regulars half way by agreeing on the 
nomination of two candidates who have 
been republicans for years. In the second 
district, H. Dudley Coleman, manufacturer 
of sugar machinery, who went over to the 
republicans on the sugar issue in 1884, and 
was elected tO congress as a republican in 
1888; and in the third district, Judge Tay- 
lor Beattie, sugar planter and district judge, 
who has been a Tepublican since 1889, and’* 

an  oandigate for governor 
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in 1884. Judge Beattie was nominated tonight 
and he will be endorsed by the regular 
republicans. 

A convention of the rice planters has 
been called to meet at Crowley on Septern- 
ber 2th, and an attempt will be made to 
turn them to the new republican party. 

The sugar planters of the third congres- 
sional district nominated torggiht Judge 
Taylor Beattie, of LaFourche, for congress. 
He will be endorsed by the regular repub- 
licans,

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FOUR CHARRED BODIES 


Taken from the Ruins of a Burned 
Building in Washington. m 

Washington, September 17.—Fire which 
began shortly before noon today destroyed 
the large mattress and bedding factory of 
Etumph & Bros., at Massachusetts avenue 
and K_ street northwest. The fire 
Started on the second floor, but the exact 
cause is not known. Tne whole building 
was ablaze in an instant, and only twelve 
minutes afterwards portions of the side 
walis and roof fell. The fire was under cun- 
trol of the fire department in an hour, but 
by that time the bvilding and its contents 
had been destroyed. 

A falling wall ruined the marble works 
of G. L. Benner. The furniture store of 
Hall & Cammack, the blacksmith shop of 
John Offenstein and Palmer’s oyster house, 
which fronted K street, were totally de- 
stroyed by the flames. The Woadruff File 
and Cabinet works, where the patent files 
used by the United States government are 
made, were also totally destroyed. The 
loss to the Stumph factory is about $50,000, 
about one-third insured. The other losses 
amount to $25,000, insurance unknown. 

Six persons are missing from the em- 
ployes of the mattress factory and four 
bodies ‘have been recovered from the ruins, 
all burned beyond the possibility of recog- 
nition, except the one, smaller than the 
others, is supposed to be that of a boy nam- 
ed Willie Ashe. Two bodies are believed to 
be still in the wreck if not totally con- 
sumed, 

Four employes were cut off from re- 
treat by the stairways and ran to the roof 
whence they jumped to the ground, nearly 
a hundred feet below. One of these, James 
E. Vaughan, broke both legs and suifered 
other injuries, from which he will proba- 
bly die before morning. Albert J. Haske 
also broke both legs, but will probably 
recover. 

The missing six are: Henry Fowler, Phil 
Ackerman, Robert Reitzel, William Tenny- 
son, an engineer name unknown and the 
boy Willie Ashe. The four bodies found ac- 
count for so many of the above, but which 
of them cannot yet be told. 


MADELINE RETICENT. 


Had Nothing te Say About the Colo- 
nel—Not Going on the Stage. 
New York, September 17.—Miss Madeline 
Pollard, who is now living in this city, at 
No. 7 East Thirty-first street, declined to be 
interviewed today. She ignored all reference 
to Breckinridge, but said that she had 
given up all idea of going on the stage for 
the present, at least. She asked to. be ex- 
cused from answering any questions relat- 

ing to Colonel Breckinridge. 

Miss Pollard’s friends say that she gave 
up the idea cf a stage career, in opposition 
to Mr. Nelson Roberts's advice, on the 
ground that she had not received sufiicient 
instruction in her part to make her per- 
formance a good one, and that she did not 
propose to pose on the stage simply tv 
gratify people’s morpid curiosity. It is 
also said that there was great difficulty in 
arranging for a tour for Miss Pollard, sev- 
eral managers being very unwilling to book 
her at their theaters. 

She is at present hard at work upon her 
book, which she hopes to finish soon. It 
will be a work of fiction, founded upon her 
own life. At the Thirty-first street house 
she is known as “Mrs. Higgins.”’ ‘ 


DISAPPEARANCE OF BANKERS 


With the Money Left in Their Care by 
Italian Depositors. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Beptember 17.—Carrieri 
& Levato, proprietors of one of the half 
dozen or.more private banking institutions 
in the Italian quarter, on Washington 
street, have disappeared, taking with them 
all of the funds on deposit amounting to 
about $10,000. All of yesterday, last night 
and this morning crowds of foreigners 
swarmed about the vicinity of the bank, 
anxious to find some one upon whom they 
might wreak their vengeance. 

The defaulting bankers disappeared Fri- 
day evening. The only property of value 
in the place is now in the hands of a con- 
stable who levied upon them for rent due 
the owner of the building. It is supposed 
that the defaulters are headed for New 
Orleans, and officers in that city have been 
asked to apprehend the guilty pair. The 
books of the firm give no information of 
value to the depositors whose accounts 
arrange from a few dollars to $2,000, money 
left with the firm for exchange to families 
and friends in Italy. The firm of Carrieri 
& Levato had been in business at No. 4 
Washington street for eighteen months. 


REBUILDING THE TOWN. 


Contributions Pouring in to Afd the 
People of Hinckley. 

Hinckley, Minn.,September 17.—Excursion- 
ists flocked to this region from every direc- 
tion yesterday. The rains of Friday had 
put out all the forest fires and the air was 
clear and the day was fine. Trains were 
supplied free and excursionists did as they 
pleased. A party of them from St. Cloud 
contributed over $1,000 to the relief fund. 

The gloom of this region has been dis- 
pelled to some extent and Hinckley is the 
busiest place in Minnesota. A large amount 
has been appropriated by the state commis- 
sion to the uses of the peopie in Hinckley 
and more than half of it is being expended 
in building in_ this place.

THEY SIT OP ALL NIGHL DEBATING IT 


The Ocala Platform Is a Taint in 
Their Eyes. 


FOR AN INDEPENDENT MOVEMENT 


Although These Conservatives May Have 
Taken Part in the Recent Primary 
They Do Not Abide by Result. 


Columbia, 8. C., September 17.—(Special.)— 
About 300 democrats assembled here this 
evening in response to the call for a state 
convention of anti-Tillmanites. The. con- 
vention was called to meet at 8 o’clock, but 
the delegates met in secret conference at 
5:30 o'clock and continued therein almost 
without intermission till long after mid- 
night. 

This preliminary conference was pre- 
sumably to adjust all differences among 
the delegates on the very grave question 
of whether to nominate a state ticket. 
There are delegates from all but four coun- 
ties, and in the long debate that could be 
faintly heard from outside, there were 
many differences of opinion. Among the 
delegates are Senator Butler, ex-Governor 
Johnson Haygood and W. F. Dargan, Darl- 
ington’s war mayor. 

At 7 o’clock the conference took an hour's 
recess and at 8 o’clock reassembled with 
closed doors. Outside were hundreds of 
impatient persons of all descriptions, who 
expected the convention to meet at the ap- 
pointed thour. After several hours had 
passed with no prospect of their being ad- 
mitted there were shouts and cries and 
herculean movements to press through the 
doorway. One young Tillmanite succeeded 
in forcing his way through a crack and 
ran into the hall, but was promptly thrown 
out. 

For hours the corridors outside the doors 
were filled with persons eager to obtain 
admittance. which was, however, denied. 
The crowd became so rampant that they 
had to be held in check by policemen. In- 
side could be seen speaking such men as 
D. S. Henderson and G. W. Croft, of 
Aiken: D. C. Dargan, of Darlington; W. C. 
McGowan, of Abbeville; Lawrence You- 
mans, of Hampton; Hood, of Barnwell; 
George B. Croomer, of Newberry; ex-Gov- 
ernor Richardson, Editor A. B. Williams, 
of The Greenville News; N. G. Gonzales, 
of The Columbia State; Ward McReady, of 
Charleston; Senator Butler, Tom Wood- 
ward, of Fairfield; George T. Prince, of 
Anderson. : 

The discussion was on ‘“‘nominations or 
no nominations,’ and it is expected that it 
will continue until about 2 o’clock this 
(Tuesday) morning. The delegates seem 
Cisposed to discuss everything in a free 
and easy way and are evidently throwing 
all the light they can on-the situation 
before deciding what is the most moment- 
ous question before South Carolina | for 
eighteen years. 

Referred to Tomorrow's Convention.. 

At 2:30 o’clock this morning, after a long, 
earnest and exhaustive discussion, a reso- 
lution solving the problem to some extent 
was adopted by a vote of 120 to 104, which 
postpones, without abandoning, nominations, 
The vote by counties to table the resolu- 
tion was as follows:

O’ROURKE’S RESIGNATION ASKED. 


Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury Is Quarrelsome. 
Washington, September 17.—Secretary Car- 
lisle today asked for the resignation of 
Jeremiah O’Rearke, of Newark, N. J., su- 
pervising architect of the treasury depart- 
ment. The letter requesting his resignation 
was handed Mr. O’Rourke shortly before 4 

o’clock this afternoon 

Mr. O'Rourke was appointed to his pres- 
ent position by Secretary Carlisle shortly 
after the advent of the present democratic 
administration. succeeding W. d. Edbrooke, 
of Chicago. He was one of a dozen promi- 
nent applicants and was backed politically 
by Senators Smith and MePherson, of New 
Jersey, besides by a number of prominent 
architects of the north and east. Several 
times within the past year he has, in the 
conduct of his office, had friction with his 
superior officers and with under-officials 
appointed by Secretary Carlisle. One of the 
latest misunderstandings, it is said, took 
place with W. B. Fleming, chief of the law 
and contract division of his. office. Mr. 
Fleming is a personal friend of Secretary 
Carlisle’s and in his latest office controversy 
he. it is said, upheld Mr. Fleming. 

Mr..O’Rourke was born in Ireland and is 
about ferty-five years of age The salary 
of the place is about $4,500 per annum, which 
is one of the best in the treasury service, 
and the position is one of vast responsibil- 
ity.

A Tennessee Farmer Arrested for 
Killing His Wite. 

Nashville, Tenn., September 17.—(Special.) 
Jeff Kemper, a well known farmer living 
twelve miles from Nashville, was arrested 
today on a state warrant sworn out by 
County Judge Ferris, charging him with 
poisoning his wife. 

Mrs. Kemper was at church Wednesday 
night, but died Thursday night after a 
brief but violent illness. She was buried 
Saturday. 

Kemper and his wife did not get along 
well together, owing to his relations with a 
negro woman on his place, and he was at 
once suspected of having poisoned her. Dr. 
Coe, who is Kemper’s family physician and 
brother-in-law, reported to Judge Ferris 
today that Kemper had consulted him as 
to the quantity of strychnine necessary to 
kill a dog and remarked that some calomel 
he was fixing up looked like strychnine. 

Sheriff Sharpe found Kemper at the jail 
today eating dinner with Jailer Dale. * 

He denied his guilt, but was positively 
identified by a drug clerk as a man to 
whom he sold strychnine a few days ago. 
Dr. Coe said Mrs. Kemper’s body had 
every appearance of being poisoned. A 
postmortem has been ordered.

Will Probably Be the Nominees of 
New York Republicans. 
Saratoga, N. Y., September 17.—Unless the 
hard work that has been done by candi- 
dates tonight and early tomorrow has a

Nineteen Companies Are Added to the 
Department of the Bast—An Official 
Statement About Silver Coinage. 


Washington, September 17.—The comptrol- 
ler of the currency has declared a third 
dividend of 10 per cent in favor of the cred- 
itors of the State National bank of Knox- 
ville, Tenn., making in all 55 per cent. 

Employes of the treasury department are 
thoroughly worked up over the discharges 
now being made to carry into effect the 
reorganization provided by the Dockery 
commission. So far the ‘‘ax’’ has fallen most 
heavily upon the women employes and 
many high-priced female clerks have been 
discharged. The scene today and Saturday, 
when the dreaded yellow envelope contain- 
ing the. discharge was handed to the vic- 
tims, were in many cases pathetic. It was 
not unusual to have a half dozen groups of 
pretty crying clerks in one bureau. Many 
of the female clerks discharged had been 
long in the service, and one case is men- 
tioned of a woman who was among the first 
ever appointed to government office bv 
United States Treasurer Spinner, over thir- 
ty-five years ago. Twelve clerks were dis- 
charged today. 

The gold reserve increased today nearly 
$400,000, standing at the close of business in 
the treasury at $57,430,951. 

Warships Ordered to China. 

The first matter that occupied the atten- 
tion of Secretary Herbert today when he 
returned to the navy department after five 
weeks’ absence, was that of reinforcing the 
Asiatic squadron, and after a brief consul- 
tation with Secretary Gresham, he issued 
preliminary orders to the commanders of the 
Machias and Detroit to. prepare to proceed 
to China as soon as possible. The Machias 
is ordered to be put into commission at the 
New York navy yard tomorrow. She will 
be ready for sea in about three weeks and 
will sail as soon as she fs joined by the 
Detroit, which is now being repaired at 
Norfolk. The Machias will carry the Colum- 
bian relics which were exhibited at Chicago 
last year, leaving these belongings to Spain 

at Cadiz, and returning the vatican collec- 
tion to Rome. These relics will be sent over 
to New York in charge of a state depart- 
ment official and a marine guard, and they 
will be delivered at their destination with 
considerable ceremony. The Detroit and 
Machias are expected to reach Ch‘na early 
in December 

Secretary Gresham, this afternoon, recelv- 
ed a cablegram from Consular Agent Alfred 
Cooper, at La Libe rtad, announcing the 
death of Consul General Alexander L. Pol- 
lock, at Salvador, from yellow fever. Mr. 
Pollock was a native of Austria, but was a 
citizen of Utah when he was sent to Salva- 
dor, September 28th, last year. 

Troops at Railway Centers. 

The sweeping general orders providing for 
the concentration of the United States army 
at the great railway centers was issued 
from headquarters this afternoon. It is ™M 
substance, as follows: Ten of the twenty- 
five infantry regiments are concentrated at 
single posts. The abandoned posts are Fort 
Wood. on Bedloe’s island, New York harbor; 
Fort Ontario, near Oswego, N. Y.; Newport 
barracks, Kentucky; Mount Vernon bar- 
racks,. Alabama: Fort Mackinac, Michigan; 
Camp Pilot, Butte, Montana; Fort Bowie 
and Fort San Carlos, Arizona; Fort Marcy 
and Fort Supply, Indian Territory. The 
reg'ments to come east in whole or in narf, 
are the Third and Sixth cavalry, the Thir- 
teenth and Seventeenth infantry, while the 
whole Twentieth infantry takes station at 
Fort Leavenworth. The department of the 
east will be increased by nineteen companies, 
while the Platte loses seven, Colorado four 
and Dakota eight. The east will now have 


‘119 companies at thirty-one posts, but there 


will still rema'n wést of the Mississippi river 
forty-nine posts garrisoned by 245 compan’es. 
Davis island, Pennsylvania, will be occupied 
by the First artillery after October Ist. 
Fort Ethan Allen, Vermont, will have four 
troops of the Third cavalry. 

As to Silwer Coinage. 

A great many letters have been received 
at the treasury department recently making 
inquiries concerning the coinage of silver 
dollars and the redemption and cancellation 
of treasury notes, and in order to avoid 
the labor of repeating the information in 
answer to each letter, Secretary Carlisle 
today dictated a memorandum on the sub- 
ject for publication. The memorandum 
quotes the first, second and third section 
of the Sherman act under which the silver 
now held in by the treasury department 
was purchased, and says: 

‘It will be seen from the forego'ng that 
while the law»provides that redeemed treas- 
ury notes may be reissued, it also, in the 
same section, imposes an express limitation 
upon the power to reissue by declaring that 
‘no greater or less amount of such notes 
shall be outstanding at any time than the 
cost of the silver bullion and the standard 
dollars coined therefrom then held in the 
treasury purchased by such notes.’ ”’ 

Notes Must Be Redeemed. 

When such notes are redeemed in gold 
there is no obstacle in the way of their re- 
issue, because stich redeemption does not 
affect the stock of silver held in the treas- 
ury under the act of July 14, 1890; but when 
they are redeemed with silver coined from 
the bullion purchased under that act, they 
must be retired and cancelled, for, other- 
wise, there would be, after the redemption 
and reissue a greater amount of notes out- 
standing than the cost of the silver origin- 
ally purchased and then held in the treasury 
and this is expressly prohibited by the stat- 
ute. The purpose of congress was to prevent 
the duplication of the currency, which would 
be the case if the notes and the silver pur- 
chased with the notes could be outstanding 
at the same time. Treasury notés received 
in the ordinary course of business, or re- 
deemed in gold, or exchanged for silver 
dollars not coined from the bullion purchas- 
ed under the act of July 14, 188, are not 
retired and cancelled. All such notes are re- 
issued. Prior to the first day of July, 1891, 
standard silver dollars to the amount of 
$36,218,264 were coined from the bullion pur- 
cMased under that act. The so-called gain 
or seigniorage arising from. this coimage was 
$6,837,808, which was paid into the treasury as 
a miscellaneous recept, leaving $29,480,461 
to be held as a fund to provide for the re- 
demption of the treasury notes as —— 
by law.

A JAPANESE VICTORY. 


Chinese Defeated at Ping-Yang with 
Great Loss. 


London, September 17.—A Central News 
dispatch from Seoul, datel 6 o'clock Pp. Me 
September 16th, says a great battle has 
been fought at Ping Yang, between the 
Chinese and Japanese troops, in which the 
former were utterly routed. 

On Thursday the Japanese column from 
Pong San made a reconnaissance in force. 
drawing the fire of the Chinese forts and 
thus ascertaining their positions. The col- 
umns then fell back in good ogder with 
little loss. By Friday night all the Japa- 
nese were in position for a combined attack 
upon the enemy. The Gensan column 
threatened the flank of the Chinese, the 
Pong San column threatening the Chinese 
center, while the Hwang Ju column oper- 
ated against the right, which had been re- 
inforced the day before by a detachment 
of marines from the fleet at the mouth of 
the Taitong river. The Chinese had utilized 
the old defenses at Ping Yang and had 
thrown up new works, making the position 
an exceptionally strong one. 

Attacking Chinese Works. 

The battle was opened Saturday at day- 
break by a Japanese cannonade of the 
Chinese works, which was continued with- 
out cessation until the afternoon, the Chié 
nese responding. Their work with the heavy 
guns showed good practice. At about 5 
o'clock a body of infantry was thrown for- 
ward by the Japanese and maintained a rifle 
fire upon the enemy until dusk. Through- 
out the day only the Pong San column wag bh 
engaged. The Chinese defenses had suffer- 
ed greatly, but the losses on either side 
were small, both the Chinese and Japanese 
having taken advantage of all shelter avail- 
able. The Japanese troops, however, had 
gained some advanced positions. Firing con- 
tinued at intervals during the night, and in 
the meantime two Japanese flanking col- 
umngs had formed a cordon around the Chi- 
nese. 

The Chinese Routed, 

At 3 o’clock in the morning an attack 
was made by the Japanese columns simul- 
taneously and with admirabie precision. 
The Chinese lines, which were so strong in 
front, were found to be weak in the rear, 
and here the attack was a perfect success. 
The Chinese were completely taken by sur- 
grise and were thrown into a panic. Hun- 
dreds -were cut down and those who escaped 
death, finding themselves surrounded at 
every point, broke and fied. 

Some of Viceroy Li Hung Chang’s Euro- 
‘pean drilled troops stvod their ground to 


the eastward and were cut down to a man, 
The Pong San column, swarming over the 


defenses in front, compicted the rout. 

Half an hour after the attack opened the 
positions of Ping Yang were in possession 
of the Japanese. It is estimated that 220,000 
Chinese soldiers were engaged in the bat- 
tle. 

Japanese Loss Slight. 

The Japanese captured immense stores 
of provisions, mumitions of war and hun- 
dreds of stands of colors. Tue Chinese 
loss is estimated at 16.000 killed, wounded 
and taken prisoners. Among those captured 
by the Japanese are several of the Chinese 
commanding officers, including General Tzo 
Fung, commander in chief of the Man- 
churian army, who was severely wounded. 
The Japanese loss is only thirty killed and 
270 wounded, including eleven officers. 

Most of the casualties among the Japa- 
nese occurred during the first day’s fighting, 
and very few were the result of the night 
attack. The Japanese forces are in active 
pursuit of the fugitives, who have thrown 
away their arms and readily yield them- 
selves prisoners. 

A desultory war may be carried on for 
some time to come, but unless China can 
succeed in getting another army into the 
peninsula Corea will undoubtedly remain 
in the possession of the Japanese. 

A dispatch to the Central News from 
Shanghai says that the Chinese are fear- 
fully excited over the news of the defeat 
and the great slaughter of the Chinese army 
at Ping Yang Friday and Saturday. 
Official Confirmation of the Battle. 

Washington, September 17.—Official con- * 
firmation has been received at the Japanese 
legation of the general engagement between 
the Chinese and Japanese forces at Ping 
Yang, near the northern frontier of Corea, 
on the 15th instant, resulting in a decisive 
victory for the Japanese forces. The details 
of the engagement are expected by officials 
of the legation and are looked forward to 
as of much tmportance, as promising the 
first authentic official news of the fighting 
in northern Corea, respecting which so 
many conflicting reports have been publish- 

Chinamen Hid Themselves. 

A Central News dispatch from Seoul says 
that within ten hours after the conclusion 
of the battle the military engineers had 
completed a field telegraph line from the:e 
to Ping Yang. A large number of pris 
oners were brought into the Japanese cam» 
from houses in which they had hidcen 
themselves during the final assault. Sev- 
eral thousand Chinese fled towards a vai- 
ley to the northwest and upon finding 
their retreat in that direction cut off, sur- 
rendered in a body. Ping Yang is now be- 
ing searched in the belief that a number 
of important Chinese officers are in hidiag 
in the city under the protection of friendly 
Coreans. 

The number of Chinese who were killed 
in the battle is estimated at 230. |

If 
we are true to silver, why does not devotion 
to that ‘principle’ of which you write so 
eloquently require you to remain true to 
us? Not only have we been true to the 
cause of silver, but we have been true to 
every other great principle that you hold 
dear; and more than all, we have heen 
fidelity itself to you. Then we ask again 
why you abandoned us? 

“The silver party does not. accept your 
hame, while the populist party does not 
accept your creed, so that upon every 
recognized political principle you are liter- 
ally left without a party in the state of 
Nevada. 

“The publication of your letter has not 
caused even a waver in the ranks and no 
defection of any leader, however great and 
distinguished, will cause them to swerve a 
hair’s breadth from what they believe to be 
their duty. 

“In conclusion, we desire to remind you 
that you were elected to the United States 
senate as a republican by the republican 
party. In the strictest sense the office is 
a political one and the republican party 
is entitled to representation for the full 
term of six years from the 4th of March, 
1891. As you now announce that you cannot 
act with the party that elected you, every 
consideration of propriety and delicacy re- 
quires you to resign. In the name of the 
republican party of Nevada, we respectful- 
ly ask you to do so.”

“Some time in the early part of the year 
this body adopted a resolution calling for 
smo appointment of a special committee 
on the Chamber of Commerce, from the 
sigens and from this body, and apyro- 
nriating 208 for the expenses of that com- 
itaee to secure, if it was deemed advisable 
sacl practicable, the encampment of the 
crand Army of the Republic for Atlanta in 

Those committees were appointed, and 
on in joint session the matter was fully 
3 freely discussed. We found that it 
sid take at least $70,000 to bring the 
Grand Army here, and in view of the fact 
that the exposition would require all the | 
money we could raise, we concluded that 
-oula not accomplish it. Yet, we held 
al meetings trying to devise ways and 
means, and at e@cnh one of the meetings 
it was apparent to us that if we could not 
secure the encampment we would be better 
of by the nearness of it to us. 

“We knew that Louisville was striving 
to secure the encampment. too, and decid- 
ei to throw our help that way. I was un- 
able to go, but Mr. Dimmock, a member of 
the commitee from the council, and Cap- 
tain J. C. Hendrix went. After we came 
-» the conclusion that Atlanta could not 
sot the encampment we thought it would 
he best for us to join hands with Louis- 
yille, secure the encampment for that city 
and have them arrange the dates so that 
chevy would conform to the dates of the ex- 
position. I had a consultation with May- 
or Goodwin, Mr. Collier, president of the 
exposition, Mr. Boyd, a member of the com- 
mittee, Mr. Dimmiock, the other member of 
the commitee and other members of 
the joint committee. The trend of opinion 
was that Atlanta should be represented 
and: Mr. Dimmock and Captain Hendrix 
made the trip. Mr. Dimmock is here now 
and can speak for the work done. I would 
Ike to hear from him.” 

Mr. Dimmock Has a Say. . 

“As Mr. Harman has said,’ said Mr. 
mmock, “the joint committee had sever- 
meetungs and ateach one the resolution 
adopted by this council was discussed. The 
lore we discussed the more we became 
‘onvineed that it was neither advisable nor 
racticable to secure the encampment for 
Atlanta in °9. But we did think that much 
good could be accomplished for Atlanta if 
we could get the encampment at Louisville 
and the time of the encampment put off 
until the time of the exposition.

That 
money was appropriated to consider the 
advisability of bringing the Grand Army 
here and was to be used in paying for 
stationery, postage and traveling expenses. 
The money was not drawn from the treas- 
ury until after the ‘mayor and the members 
of the joint committee had discussed it. 
Every one of them thought it best to send 
the gentlemen on to Pittsburg to do the 
work they have done so well. I say I am 
sorry to see this question sprung.” 

“I presume the gentleman has me in his 
mind when he speaks of sinister motives,” 
replied Mr. Howell. “It may be a sinister 
motive, but if it is it is contemplated for 
the good of Atlanta. I am here to work 


for the good of Atlanta and I shall do go 


as long as I am here. Not one dollar of 
money shall go out of the city treasury, if 
I can help it, that does not go in the right 
way. The terms of the resolution were not 
carried out and the money that was spent 
was not applied to the purposes for which 
the resolution contemplated. I think Mr. 
Harman should have reported the matter 
back to this body, if any change had been 
wanted, and. that this body and not the 
committee should have made the change. 
If the committee had any authority to 
make the change I don’t know where that 
authority came from. There is a right way 
and a wrong way to do everything and it 
is the right way I want to exercise every 
time. Then, too, one of the gentlemen 
who went was not a member of this body 
and I don’t see where he got his authority.” 

“It was given him,”’ said Mr. Boyd, “by 
the joint committee; that’s how he got it.” 

“I would like to say in answer to Mr. 
Howell,” put in Mr: Dimmock, “the terms 
of the resolution are misunderstood by 
him. The resolution calls for the appro- 
priation of the money for the purpose of 
considering the advisability of securing the 
encampment. ‘And that is the manner in 
which it was used. We could tell nothing 
about it until we got there and saw for 
that matter. But that $100 will do Atlanta 
thousands and thousands of dollars worth 
of good. I desire to say while on my feet 
the sooner Atlanta quits this niggardly 
way it has the better off we will be." 

“I desire to say,’’ said Mr. Howell, “‘to 
Mr. Dimmock that it is not the $100, but 
the méenner in which it was spent. In the 
same way an appropriation of $10,000 could 
be disposed of.’’ 

“Every dollar was spent in a fair and 
square manner you can believe,” replied 
Mr. Dimmock. 

“T am of the opinion,” remarked Mr. 
Peters, “that instead of squabbling over 
this matter and picking at it in this way 
that we should return a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Dimmock and Captain Hendrix for the 
good work they have done.

Mr. Beatie, chairman of the tax commit- 
tee, in submitting reports of that commit- 
tee, laid one of the papers to one side and 
then after disposing of the others picked it 
up again, saying: ~ 

“T have here two reports of the tax com- 
mittee on the peddicrs’ tax ordinance— 
one a majority report, which is signed by 
Messrs. Neims, Huarralson and Dimmock, 
which places the taxes on the peddlers at 
$12.50 a month, and the other a minority 
report, which is signed by Mr. Colvin and 
myself, placing the license at $ a month. 
I think that the minority report should be 
adopted. We have had this matter up here 
so often that we are all getting tired of 
it, and we now seem no nearer a solution 
than when we first tackled it. I move the 
adoption of the minority report.” 

‘“] think that the majority. report is the 
one that should be adopted,”’ said Mr. Har- 
ralson. “This thing of giving these ped- 
dlers a right to compet# with our mer- 
chants who have heavy taxes to pay is 
wrong, and I want to see that majority re- 
port adopted.” 

“Tf I must vote for either of the re- 
ports,” said Mr. Boyd, “I'll vote for the 
minority report. But I think it is a shame 
to the city of Atlanta to do so. If I had 
my way I’d make the license $2.50 a 


month.” 
Mr. Dimmock spoke for the majority re- 


port, but in doing so said that he thought 


$12.50 too much, while $5 was decidedly too 
little. He was of the opinion that $10 
would be about the right figure and said he 
would like to see that sum inscrted in 
place of the $12.50. Mr. Dimmock asserted 


| that the retail merchants of Atlanta were 


seriously hurt by the peddlers, and that 
the cheap license to them would drive many 
of them out of business. 

Mr. Harralzon wanted to amend the 
majority report by making the amount 
$19 instead of $12.50. 

Then there was one amendment after an- 
other until the clerk and the presiding of- 
ficer found themselves in a maze to Keep 
run of the question. 

“J gigned that majority report,” said 
Mr. Nelms, “and I want to say why I 
did, and I want to go on record whcn the 
voting. comes for the position I have taken. 
The peddier who sells stuff he raises him- 
self cannot be taxed and no one wants it 
done. But there are those who come in 
competition with our best merchants and 
who threaten their business daily. Those 
ere the people we are after. They do harm 
to a class of the best people we have, peo- 
ple who carry their part of the govern- 
ment and who come up every time they 
are called on to help the city of Atlanta. 
When we want money to whom 6&9 we go? 
Is it to the peddier who pays $, or even 
the $12.50 a month? If we did we wouldn't 
set it. But we go to the man who rents. 
the house, pays the clerk hire and other 
things of that which Mr. Dirameck has 
so aptly described. And there is where we 
ret it every time, too. Most of these ped- 
dlers we are seeking to reach are Arabs 
or some other foreigner who has come over 
here and has no business here.” 

“Hold on,” eried Mr. Colvin. springing to 
his feet, “some of those foreigners of whom 
you are speaking are as good citizens as 
we are.”’ 

“No, they are not.” retorted Mr, Nelms. 

“When one of them comes here and is 
naturalized.” said Mr. Colville, warmly, “he 
is as much a citizen as you or I.” 

“I deny that,” replied Mr. Nelms.

Judge Howard Palmer’s Resignation. 

By the advice of his physician, Judge 
Howard Palmer has resigned as direc- 
tor general of the Cotton States and 
International exposition. Three months 
ago Judge Palmer was attacked by 


j typhoid fever. The case was stubborn, 


and for weeks his condition caused his 
friends deep anxiety. His convalescence 
was unusually slow. The insidious 
disease had sapped his strength, and 
his impatience to return to the active 
management of the exposition’s affairs 
really retarded his improvement. Two 
weeks ago he came back and took up 
the work which he had been compelled 
to lay down. But he soon found that 
the labor was too trying on his strength. 
His physician positively forbade him to, 
continue in the position. The next 
three months will be the busiest and 
most trying for the exposition’s manage- 
ment. The hardest work must be done 
in the closing months of this year. 
Judge Palmer felt that it would be un- 
just to the exposition to give it any- 
thing less than his full time and atten- 
tion. To fevote himself to the work as 
he had previous to bis illness before his 
strength was fully restored meant the 
wrecking of his heath. 

It was with deep personal regret that 
he tendered his resignation. While the 
directors had eagerly waited for him 
to return to the active direction of af- 
fairs, and had hoped that he would re- 
main as practical head of the enter- 
prise, they could not do otherwise than 
accept his resignation. The acceptance 
was with sincere regret. The relations 
between’ the director general and the 
board of directors were perfectly har- 
monious, There was uot the slightest 
friction. Every member of the board 
knew and appreciated the director gen- 
eral’s splendid ability. 

Judge Palmer will devote himself to 
his law practice. He was a prominent 
yovog lawyer of Burke county when 
he came to Atlantacas private secretary 
to Governor Henry D. McDaniel. When 
Goverror MecDaniel’s term expired, 
Judge Palmer opened a law office in 
Atlanta. He was subsequently assistant 
district attorney for the United States. 
The Thomson-Houston Electric Com- 
pany appointed him counsel here. He 
rose rapidly in the confidence of that 
corporation until he became its general 
southern manager, and he continued in 
that position until with the consolidation 
of companies his office was merged 
into the New York office. 

Judge Palmer is a gentleman of a fine 
order of ability. He is devoted to At- 
lanta’s interests, and while in his chosen 
vocation be will no doubt reap rich pro- 
fessional rewards, he will always be 
ready to assist In any enterprise that 
promises to help our city, state and 
section. 


A New Napoleon. 

If our dispatches tell the truth, there 
is a new Napoleon on deck, and he hails 
from Japan.

The Coinage of the Silver Bullion. 
There seems to be some misunder- 
standing among the eastern goldbug 
editors in regard to the coinage of silver 
that is now going on. Some say it is 
all right and some say it is all wrong; 
some declare that it is the seigniorage 
that the secretary is turning into dol- 
lars, and some declare that it is the bul- 
lion that is going through the mint; 
some are inclined to hold Mr. Carlisle 
responsible for the “scheme,” and others 
venture to suggest that the secretary 
would refuse to undertake it in opposi- 
tion to Mr. Cleveland’s views. 

The most important thing is that the 
coinage is really going on, but we do not 
see how any editor can make a mistake 
as to the nature and purpose of the 
coinage, after reading Secretary Car- 
lisle’s letter to Mr. Heard. We may 
wonder that Mr. Cleveland should con- 
sent to the further coinage of what 
Secretary Smith describes as 50-cent dol- 
lars, but there can be no doubt that 
the secretary is coining the bullion. 
He says so himself, and, as: his remarks 
have appeared in: print, it seems to us 
that there is no reason why the eastern 
goldbug editors should be pulling ‘one 
another’s hair about it. 

The secretary says he is coining silver 
for the purpose of redeeming the treas- 
ury notes that were issued in purchasing 
the bullion. Necessarily, therefore, he is 
coining the bullion and not the seignior- 
age. As fast as the bullion is coined, the 
seigniorage accrues and is covered into 
the treasury. The seigniorage is a fund 
by itself, and is not represented by any

Carlisle regards that as discretionary. 
Hie is redeeming the notes and canceling 
them as fast as they find their way to | 
the treasury. f 

Consequently, the goldbug editors who 
are inclined to resent the coinage of sil- 
ver dollars that is now going on are 
simply talking in the air. We shall have 
silver dollars instead of the paper dollars 
with which the bullion was purchased, 
and if the seigniorage is not coined not 
a dollar will be added to the circulation. 
There will be only this difference—the 
silver dollars cannot be retired and 
eanceled.,

and simple, in favor of the free coinage of 
American silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, and 
I believe that the republican party stands 
on that platform; and I go further and say 
that I believe that a good portiori of the 
industrial difficulties that surround us, the 
depression of value, the Joss of credit, the 
stagnation of business, is due to the de- 
Struction of the money purchasing power, 
and business will never be restored until 
Silver is replaced in the full exercise of its 
functions as one of the money metuls of the 
American people. 

Senator Cameron is on this line, and 
Tom Reed has intimated that he is dis- 
posed to become au advocate of bimetal- 
lism. The signs of the times indicate 
that it is a part of the republican pro- 
gramnie to make a vigorous fight for 
free silver. 

It is evidently the winning issue, but 
there is no reason why democrats should 
stand back and let their opponents ride 
into power on the most popular plank 
of the Chicago platform. The bimetal- 
lists constitute the majority of the demo- 
eratic party. They have the platform 
and all the argument on their side. All 
that they have to do is to reaffirm their 
f‘ilegiance to tie platform, and send 
men to congress who will stand by it. 
The national democracy has led the fight 
for free silver, and it cannot afford to 
give it up now and allow the republicans 
to win a victory on the same issue. The 
democratic policy should be summed up 
in one phrase: 

Stand by the platform! 


The Value of Gold. 


If the statistics furnished by our treas- 
ury are reliable, there is only $3,600,000,- 
000 of gold coin in the world. 

Now, suppose the leading nations 
should demonetize gold as they demone- 
tized silver? Suppose they should de- 
clare that after October Ist gold should 
cease to be a legal tender, and that no 
more should be coined at the mints? A 
writer in The New York Recorder says, 
in answer to these questions: 

Creditors would not accept it as coin in 
payment of debts. Governments would not 
take it for customs dues or otherwise. As 
bullion, the mints would not receive it for 
coinage. What, then, would be the price of 
gold? How would it be measured? 

The answer is plain. It would then have 
commodity value, depending on the cost of 
its production and the amount of demand 
for it for use in the arts. 

Not much over 3,000,000 ounces of gold is 
annually called for for use in the arts. 
Against this demand there would be the 
entire existing gold coinage of the world— 
180,000,000 ounces. The supply from. that 
source alone—gold coin in stock, needing not 
to be mined or produced at any cost, high 
or low—would be equal to the entire demand 
for sixty years to come. 

It is impossible to refute these con- 
clusions. All the talk about the intrinsic 
value of gold would amoupt to nothing 
if it was demonetized. 

These propositions are worth all the 
study that the anti-silver men can give 
them. It is impossible to consider them 
without recognizing the influence and 
the power of what some people call the 
fiat of the government. 


Under the McKinley Tariff. 

The elaim that the McKinley tariff 
protected our industries and our wage- 
workers has been thoroughly exploded. 

Under that tariff, half of our factories 
had to shut down and wages declined 
to a very low figure. 

lt is a well-known fact that our type- 
writer manufacturers have been selling 
their machines to foreigners 25 per cent 
lower than to American citizens. The 
American last year had to pay 25 per 
cent more than customers in foreign 
countries were charged. A commission 
merchant writes to The New York 
Journal of Commerce as follows: 

My wife recently purchased a sewing ma- 
chine for $50. It was a good machine and 
we did not complafh of the price; but short- 
ly after, a friend of ours, who lives in San 
Domingo, came to visit us, and seeing my 
wife’s machine concluded to get one like it. 
I went to the salesrooms with him and was 
surprised to find that he could purehase a 
machine similar to my wife’s for $22.50. The 
seller would not deliver the machine to us, 
but had it boxed, addressed and shipped on 
board the steamer. This, I understand, was 
done to prevent Americans from coming 
into the store, buying machines at the ex- 
port discount, on the explanation that they 
were foreigners, and then keeping the ma- 
Chines for use in this country, 

These cases are common. Cotton 
goods aud machinery are sold on the 
same plan, and it is the same way with 
bicycles. Office desks sold at $40 in 
New York are sold to foreign customers 
for $28, and $7 clocks are sent abroad 
for $3.50. , 

It will be seen from these figures that 
a high tariff means high prices for the 
home market. Our people are discrimi- 
nated against, and the foreigners get all 
the benefit. With these facts before us, 
the democratic programme of a low 
tariff should be hailed with delight by 
every American citizen.

Debt a Factor of Prosperity. 

“Pay as you go” was a favorite maxim 
with John Randolph, but it is not likely 
that the business world will ever ac- 
cept it. 

Debt is in reality the corner stone of 
prosperity. Of course, we mean honest 
and judicious indebtedness, and not the 
reckless obligations incurred by vision- 
ary men and spendthrifts. In a recent 
article on the subject, Robert P. Porter 
says that prosperity and debt march 
hand in hand, and the facts sustain him. 
In this country, debt is the rule. The 
federal government, the states, the 
counties, the cities and towns, the great 
corporations, and the majority of our 
rich and poor men are up to their ears 
in debt. Our national banking system is 
based on a debt—the indebtedness of 
the government. : 


perous states, such as New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Massachusetts. Kansas 
is not very heavily burdened with mort- 
gages. The per capita mortgage debt 
there is $165, while in New York it is 
$268. In the south the mortgage per- 
centage is very low. In Georgia it is only 
10.73 per cent, whereas it is 45.93 per 
cent in New York in relation to the valu- 
ation of real estate. Mr. Porter writes 
in The Chicago Inter Ocean. 

Te buy land, buif@ homes, erect barns, 
and improve property debt was incurred 
voluntarily. It is an evidence of enterprise, 
of thrift, of faith in the future of our coun- 
try, of all that goes to make good citizen- 
ship. The mortgage movement, when stud- 
jed in all its bearings is an evidence of the 
upward movement of the people, of the 
reaching out for lata ownership, for better 
homes, for beftter-surroundings. In doing 
this the future may have been discounted 
somewhat. But’ what successful business 
man has not done this? Not only are these 
mortgages evidences of prosperity, but they 
are, as a Yule, the result of prosperous 
times... There was a considerable increase 
of debt in 1881, the year that first distinct- 
ively shows a recovery from the great finan- 
cial depression of 1873 to 1877, and a consid- 
erable increase is shown for 1882. The pe- 
riod of financial depression that then began 
almost entirely arrested the increase of 
mortgage debt for three years. In 1886, as 
the dépression was ending, mortgage-mak- 
ing gained great impetus, and the greatest 
increase for any one year of the decade was 
for 1887. The progressiveness of the move- 
ment temporarily spent itself in that year, 
for in 1888 there was a decrease of incurred 
debt, although it was an increase over 1886. 
The yearly upward tendency of the mort- 
gage movement was resumed in 1889 with 
much vigor, and the readers of this journal 
all know what a good year for business that 
was. This intimate relationship between 
mortgages and ‘business activity, confi- 
dence and expansion, is unquestionably es- 
tablished by the census figures. 

When we look into the matter, it is 
impossible to resist the conviction that 
debt has been one of the leading factors 
of our progress. It has fought our great 
wars, established our big enterprises, 
turned the wilderness into a garden 
and developed our continent from sea 
te sea. Where states, corporations and 
individuals are the freest from debt 
will be found the slowest advancement 
and the smallest per capita wealth aud 
circulation. 

But let no man jump to the, conclu- 
sion that an unnecessary debt Will help 
him, or thatit is safe for him to contract 
a debt when he cannot see his way clear 
to paying it. Such a debt is a curse, and 
it has destroyed and damned many a 


man,

His Health Will Not Permit of the Inces-

GIVES UP THE DIRECTOR GENERALSHIP 


He Has Not Fally Recovered His Strength 
from His Recent Iliness—-The Execu- 
tive Committee Meeting Yesterday. 


Director General Howard Palmer has 
tendered his resignation to the exposition 
board. 

And with regret the board accepts his 
resignation. i 

This action of Judge Palmer’s is not ut- 
expected, because he had stated to all his 
friends that he was afraid his health 
would not permit of his continuance in the 
office. Two months ago he was stricken 
down with typhoid fever, and while he has 
recovered his health fully, he is afraid 
that the unremitting Inbor necessary in 
the exposition work might prove injurious 
and, in justice to himself, he felt that he 
ought not undertake 

His letter was read at the meeting of the 
executive committee yesterday, and was as 


follows: 

‘Mr. Charles A. Collier, President Cotton 
States and International Exposition Com- 
pany, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I herewith 
tender through you to the board of direc- 
tors my resignation as director general of 
in ea, aed to take effect October Ist 
next. 

“When I accepted the position I was in 
excellent health. But recentiy I have had 
a protracted illness from typhoid fever, 
from which I have not yet recovered as 
far as my accustomed strength is concern- 
ed, and I fear, by reason thereof, 1 could 
not, with entire justice to myself and the 
exposition, give it that constant work and 
unremitting attention that the position de- 
mands. 

“I wish to assure you and@@he board theg 
as a director, I stand ready at all times to 
co-operate as far as I may be able, to ad- 
vante the interests of the exposition, 
which should result in great good not only 
to our city, but to the entire country.

Journal quotes a Winston tobacco man as 
saying:

1 was the custom of his wife to ride out 
in the afternoon and look at the work as 
it progressed. 

Yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock she left 
her residence on the corner of Whitehall 
and Trinity avenue to take a drive to the 
place. It is some distance out and it was 
about 5 o'clock when the lady arrived. The 
horse was tied and she got out of the bug- 
ey to give directions to some of the work- 
men. 

In the meantime the heavy storm came 
up. It began to rain and all those at the 
place took shelter in the house. The rain 
inpereasegd and in a short while it was com- 
ing down in torrents. Hoping that it would 
cease, Mrs. Tye remained for some time. 
Instead the rain came down harder. It grew 
suddenty dark and she decided to return to 
the city. 
Near the slaughter house is a treacher- 
ous branch. In dry seasons it is scarcely 
three yards wide and very shallow. The

-Bxosition Will Not Occor Today. 
PRESIDENT COLLIER CALLS IT OFF 


The Unusual Down Pour of Rain Was 
the Cause—Everything Was Ready 
for the Big Parade.

The laying of the corner stone of the 
Cotton States and International exposition 
has been postponed. 

At the late hour of 2 o'clock this morn- 
ing President Collier said to a Constitution 
reporter, who rang at the door of his resi- 
dence on Rawson street: 

“Yes, the weather puts an end to our 
hopes of having the celebration today. We 
will have to postpone it. 


have lasted so long—that it was a summer 
shower that would pass in the night. I see 
now that it is still raining.” 

President Collier struck a match and looked 
at the face of the clock in the sitting room. 
It was 2 o'clock. 

“Do you think it will be fair by day- 
break?’’ he asked, coming to the door and 
looking out into the dark and rainy streets, 

The answer was plain. There was no 
chance for fair weather, at least for half 
a day, for there was a stubbornness about 
the incessant shower of twisting raiadrops 
as they whirled about the electric light 
out on the corner of the street that was 
sure indication of a protracted rain. 

"Call it off,” he said at last. 

“It’s no use trying to battle with the ele- 
merts and they seem to be against us. 
Wonder what the weather man at the bu- 
reau thinks of the outlook?” 

Mr. Collier was told that the weather bu- 
reau man had already been seen, and that 
he had stated since midnight that today 
would bring a continuation of the heavy 
rains that stormed the city last night. 

“T hate to issue a formal announcement 
of postponement until I see it is going to 
certainly rain,’ resumed Mr. Collier, study- 
ing the rain once more. 

“But, call it off. Even if it should stop 
raining before daylight it would be too wet 
to have the celebration tomorrow—entirely 
too wet.”’ 

President Collier was asked when the cel- 
ebration would be had—whether the post- 
ponement was until some specified time. 

“No. I cannot name the date now. I 
will have to wait and get the directors to- 
gether and settle the matter. I simply 
postpone the exercises until a later day, 
which will be named in due time. Just call 
it off. Just say that on account of the 
weather we have been disappointed in our 
plans and that the celebration will not 
come off as booked.”’ 

President Collier was very sorely disap- 
painted over the enforced postponement. 
“TI declare,”’ said he, “it breaks me all up. 
We had all got our hearts on it so. I hate 
to postpone it—but it is the only course left 
me now.”’ 

The exposition 
been graded and they are drenched by the 
rains that fell last night. It would have 
been impossible for the soldiers to march 
over the grounds and for the corner stone 
to have been laid in place with any sort 
of ceremony. 

E‘very preparation had been made, how- 
ever, for the grand parade, and the cir- 
cumstance attendant. The corner stone had 
been placed in position and the details all

It will be a serious disappointment to the 
promoters of the exposition and to every 
loyal citizen of Atlanta that the demonstra- 
tion had to be postponed. 


BROKE THE RECORD. 


Heaviest Rainfall in Fifteen Years 
Last Night. 

Yesterday morning there was owing to us 
just 11.55 inches of rain. At midnight last 
night the weather man credited the account 
with 4.80 inches of rain. 

It was the heaviest rainfall in fifteen 
years. Nature took a notion about 4:35 
o'clock to pay her debt and for eight hours 
umbrellas were in demand. As stated, more 
than one-fourth of the deficiency Was sup- 
plied. 

The streets were flooded—deluged. Umbrel- 
las were of no account. The rain fell resist- 
less and swept everything before. The 
streets were swept by torrents that raged 
along like rivers, and nearly every person 
in the city fell asleep listening to the heavy 
patter of rain on the roof. 

Here is the technical tale of last night’s 


weather: 

The greatest monthly rainfall in Atlanta 
during the past fifteen years was 15,82 
inches, which occurred during the month of 
January, 1883, and the least was .02 inches 
in September, 1891. 

The forecast made by the Atlanta weather 
bureau officials Sunday for yesterday was 
“occasional showers.’’ The forecast was 
verified, but in a way that surprised the 
weather man. For the past few days 
the winds have been blowing steadily from 
the east and a low barometer has been 
approaching from the west, and yesterday 
it was centered at little to the southwest 
of Georgia, and this low area is what caused 
the water fall. The afternoon was very 
pleasant, but suddenly, about 4 o’clock, it 
began to cloud up from the east—a very 
unusual direction, as most of the heavy 
storm clouds advance upon Atlanta from 
the west. At exactly 4:35 o’clock it began 
to sprinkle, which steadily tncreased to 
a downpour which resembled a cloudburst, 
and for a time it looked as if the rain- 
makers were at work. 

The total amount of rain which fell from 
4:35 o’clock in the afternoon until midnight 
was 4.80 inches, very nearly five inches, 
and with the exception of March 29, 1836, 
it was the heaviest rainfall in fifteen years. 
On that date the total amount of water 
which fell was 7.36 inches, but it took all 
day to do it, so yesterday’s rain, for the 
time consumed, was the heaviest rainfall on 
record at the weather bureau. The rain and 
storm area—though not so severe as here— 
extended over the entire southeastern sec- 
tion. It looked as if it might. rain an inch 
or two more by 8 o'clock this morning 
and the propabilities are that today will be 
showery. At any rate the sky will be over-

FOSTER SAYS SHE AIDED HIM 


He Telisan Interesting Story of the Crime 
and States How the Whole Thing 
Was Planned and Executed. 


——— 


If the statement of Will Foster, the young 
man now under arrest for burglarizing the 
residence of Mrs. M. E. Morgan, 59 North 
Pryor street, is correct, and the suspicion 
of the detectives true, Hattie Simson, a 
good-looking girl now held at police head- 
quarters, is an interesting and dangerous 
character. 

“That woman, Hattie Simson,” he said 
last night to the officers, “is a spotter. She 
goes around and gets board at the different 
houses and then she tells the boys where 
the stuff is, and they go out to haul it in. 

“That's how we made the steal at that 
boarding shop on Pryor street. I meets this 
woman Monday. She says, ‘I got a good 
place spotted and can put you on to some- 
thing big.’ I asks her where it is, and she 
says Mrs. Morgan's, where she boards. I 

says ‘good,’ and she says ‘meet me to- 
morrow.’ 


“I went to see her the next day, and 
she told me how everything would be fixed. 
She said that the lady had a large box 
full of money and all kinds of stuff in the 
house, and told me if I would come there 
and get it, that she would give me all I 
could carry away. We talked it over, and 
I said that I would come up with half if 
she would work the racket. 

“Wednesday I went to see her at the 
house. She showed me up to the room, 
and I stayed there about fifteen minutes. 
She told me where the box was that I 
stole, and showed me how to get up in the 
room. She said that she was going to pull 
out her rags on the floor and make the 
sea think that she had been robbed, 
00. 

“I was watching the house Thursday 
afternoon, and she saw me and sent me a 
note by a nigger boy. She said, ‘Don’t 
fail, I have got everything fixed.’ I waited 
until dark, and she gave me the signal 
that everything was all right. Then I 
went up and got the box where the money 
was. The rest of the people were at 
supper. : 

“I’m givin’ it to you on the dead: that 
woman planned the whole thing, and I 
put half the stuff in her lap Saturday. 
She’s in cahoot with the whole shooting 
match, and this ain’t the first time.’’ 

Hattie Simson, who is the first white 
female ever docketed for burglary at the 
Station house, is a rather good-looking 
young woman, of slender build, with small 
flashing eyes. She talks in an interesting 
way, and shows decided shrewdness. She 
denies strongly that she has anything to 
do with the theft, and says that the charge 
against her is false and unwarranted. 

“I never saw the man before,” she said. 
“His tale is very wrong. I knew nothing 
of his intention to enter the house, and 
helped him in no way. Now that he is 
caught, and the evidence against him is 
strong, he is trying to get me into it, but 
it won't work. I am not connected with 
any gang of burglars, and I am surprised 
that any one should say so.” 

The woman says that she came to At- 
lanta from Alabama, and has been here 
for a number of years. It is thought by 
several of the detectives that she has been 
doing the inside work in various burglaries. 
They think that there is strong evidence 
against her, and will bring the full facts 
out before Judge Landrum this morning 
at 9 o’clock.

Al Field’s Minstrels Score a Big Hit. 
Roland Reed’s New Play. 


Whether Al Field, the exposition, or the 
coming circus is the guilty party, nobody 
knows; but everybody knows that the 
weather last night was, as a Bowery Eng- 
lishman might put it, both “‘blawsted and 
beastly.’’ It was such weather as only a 
circus or Al Field could bring to Atlanta— 
both have records on that line; yet, despite 
it all, the audience at the Grand was fairly 
large. 

It is doubtful if any other attraction 
-could have drawn so well. Peopie braved 
the elements to see and hear Field, because 
they knew from his past record that his 
show would be excellent. And they were 
more than repaid for their trouble. 

You can’t fool the people of the south 
on minstrelsy. This is the home of. that 
article, and the show that gains the ap- 
proval of the southern people must be a 
good one. The verdict of the entire au- 
dience on last night’s performance was that 
it is one of the best of its kind ever seen 
in the south. F 

The performance is too elaborate to be 
given in detail. First and foremost, there 
is Al Field himself, the jolliest “nigger’’ 
of them all, a black-face comedian who is 
certainly one of the best in the deck. Then 
there are such well-known favorites as 
Tommy Donnelly and Harry Strunk among 
the fun makers: Will Walling, Arthur 
Yule, Harry J. Howard, J. W. Wilson, W. 
H. MacPherson and Lawrence Diamond, 
contributing musical numbers; E. M. Hall, 
the world’s greatest banjoist, who alse 
holds his own as a funny man; a splendid 
lot of specialty people; the whole brought to 
an end with quite an elaborate burlesque 
of the popular burlesque ‘“‘Aladdin.”’ 

The programme is especially strong in 

its musical numbers. Indeed, it is doubtful 
if so strong an entertainment in this re- 
spect has ever before been presented by any 
minstrel company. Will Walling’s song, 
“Sweet Marie;’ Harry Howard's, ‘The 
Widow's Plea for Her Son;’’ Arthur Yule’s, 
‘Don’t Forget Your Dear Old Dad;’’ J. W. 
Wilson, ‘‘King O’er Land and Sea,” were 
among the gems. Field, Donnelly, Strunk 
and Hall were all very funny. The Alvarez 
musical barbers are not new, but their 
act went last night as if it had never been 
heard before. The Martinetti brothers did 
a good triple brother act; Moor and Beason 
were very clever and funny in their trapeze 
and bar work; and Hall is certainly the 
king of  banjoists. ; 
The burlesque, ‘“‘Aladdin,’”’ which concludes 
the performance, is an elaborate produc- 
tion, really too elaborate for a minstrel 
company. It is full of clever hits, but 
doubtless goes better where the original 
‘‘Aladdin” is better Known. 

The scenery is unique, -the costuming ele- 
gant, and everything moves with snap and 
vim. The show is one of the best of its 
kind on the road. 

A special matinee will be given at 2:30 
o’clock this afternoon, the change .being 
made possible on account of the postpone- 
ment of the exposition exercises. The en- 
gagement closes with tonight’s perform- 
ance.

Chicago Aldermen Well Pleased with 
This City.

the Crematory end Like 
All They See, 


The visiting Chicago a4tdermen are getting 
points on how to run a town. They jottea 
down many things in their little notebooks 


yesterday. Among the entries that these 
books will bear when they get back to 


Chicago will be the following: 

“Atlanta—great town, like Chicago—big 
exposition—cleanest city of its size in Amer- 
ica—fire department jam up—police, dan- 
dies—street railroads, great—city council, 
fine body. Decatur street—” 

The committee did a good many things 
in the way of learning how a city ought 
to be run yesterday. They took a hearty 
breakfast at the Kimball and then went 
out to get points. During the day they 
drepped in on the council, went out to the 
crematory and made general observations. 
Last night they were chock full of talk. 

“Atlanta is today the cleanest city of 
its size in America.”’. Both Alderman Peck 
and General Field, of Chicago, said that. 

General Field and Alderman Peck are 
here as a committee from the board of 
health of the city of Chicago to examine 
into the workings of the Dixon cremavory, 
which is in use in this city. 

The two gentlemen were to have been 
accompanied on their trip by Dr. Arthur 
R. Reynolds, Chicago's commissioner of 
health, but he could not come. 

Alderman Colvin took the gentlemen in 
charge immediately upon thejr arrival, and 
gave them a carriage drive over the city 
during the afternoon. Yesterday morning 
the committee, accompanied by Chief Sani- 
‘tary Inspector Veal and Dr. Alexander, the 
president of the board of health visited the 
city crematory. 

General Field was delighted with the city. 
The general is a man of the most com- 
manding presence and of a charming per- 
sonality. He looks every inch a soldier 
and his military bearing at once betrays 
to even the most casual observer his call- 
ing. He talked most interestingly of his 
observations since arriving in the city. 
The general said: ‘Yes, this is my second 
visit to Atlanta. My first visit was about 
four years ago; I came to Atlanta at that 
time in company with twenty-one other 
gentlemen who formed a committee whose 
object in visiting the south was to interest 
the southern people in Chicago’s claims as 
the proper place to hold the world’s fair. 

“I have the most pleasant recollections of 
my former visit to Atlanta,’’ continued the 
general. ‘“‘Mr. Grady was at that time 
managing editor of The Constitution, and 
he, as well as other prominent citizens, did 
all in their power to make our stay in At- 
lanta most pleasant and profitable, and I 
am most happy to say that they succeeded 
admirably. The changes and the progress 
that Atlanta has made during the last four 
years are something wonderful. I see on 
every side evidence of enterprise and pros- 
perity. The city has grown to be more 
cosmopolitan Mm every way than it was on 
my former visit here,”’ 

Alderman Peck is equally loud in_ his 
praises of the city. Mr. Peck is a typical 
alderman in appearance and in personality. 
His air is that of a@ man who has no 
troubles, and who can have no trouble. In 
a word, his whole appearance is that of a 
man thoroughly at peace with the world. 
Good nature beams’ from his countenance 
as he walks and as he talks. He is a most 
entertaining talker, by the way. As he 
settled his rotund form back in his easy 
chair at his room in the Kimball yesterday 
afternoon he was the picture of content- 
ment. 

‘What do I think of Atlanta?” said he, 
in reply to a question. ‘‘l am simply charm- 
ed with the city. That covers the whole 
question. General Field and myself both 
are in perfect accord ‘in the opinion that 
Atlanta is today the best paved and clean- 
est city of her size in the union. 

‘“Took at that street out there,’’ said Al- 
derman Peck, pointing out of the window 
to Wall street, “‘that.tells the story. It is 
as neat and clean as a new pin. You 
couldn't find in America a better Kept street 
than that one. And that is not the only 
one. I have been driven all over the city 
and find that all of your streets are just 
like that one, J 

“Dr. Reynolds, of the Chicago board of 
health, has been for some time past in 
search of a system that would be satisfac- 
tory to the people of Chicago to dispose of 
the city’s garbage. He failed to find one, 
but we—that is General Field and myself— 
believe that we have found right here in 
Atlanta in successful operation the system 
that will have to be employed in Chicago. 
We have seen Atlanta’s crematory in opera- 
tion and have no doubt in our minds that 
the Dixon crematory as now used in At- 
lanta is the solution of the garbage prob- 
‘lem, and our report to the Chicago board of 
health will be to that effect. Atlanta has 
in Chief Inspector Veal a man who appears 
to know his business thoroughly and his 
Splendidly organized department and its 
work, as shown on your streets, speak vol- 
umes for his ability.’’ 

In speaking of the city Mr. Peck said. “I 
have often heard Atlanta called the Chicago 
of the south, but did not fully appreciate 
the force of the compliment to Chicago un-

til I came and saw your city for myself. I 
find to my surprise that the city surpasses 
my expectations in every Way. It was a 
matter of great surprise to me to find a 
city so far from any water course as At- 
lanta is have such an air of prosperity. I 
see on every side buildings that’ compare 
very favorably in point of architectural 
beauty with the buildings of Chicago.” 

Both General Field and Alderman Peck 
say that they will do all in their power to 
advertise the coming exposition with the 
people of Chicago. As General Field aptly 
put it: “Chicago is back of Atlanta in this 
enterprise and her people wish Atlanta all 
the success in the world in the undertak- 
ing.’”’ 

The committee will remain in the city to- 


day and will leave for Chicago tonight.

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Cotton Rates to Engage the Traffle Men 
in Today’s Convention, 


THE CROP TO BE DIVIDED OUT 


Pig Iron Rates May Come Up for Re- 
vision—Other News and Gossip 
of the Rail. 


Today brings the convention of traffic 
men from all southefn railroads, and the 
rooms of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association at the Equitable building 
will be faifly alive with the leading rail- 
roaders of the section. 

The chief purpose of the meeting is to 
handle the matters of freight rates that 
were left unsettled by the recent meeting 
of the association in New York. 

The meeting will be attended by repre- 
sentatives from all the lines of railway in 
the south, whether they be members of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion or not. 

It is the most important meeting that has 
been held in the south for several years by 
reason of the fact that it will “take up” 
all matters of rate fixing which have been 
allowed to run along at freedom for the 
past month or two. 

The cotton rates for the season of 1894-95 
are yet to be agreed upon. The basis of 
allotment in case the apportionment plan 
is agreed to is to be adjusted to the satis- 
faction of all the lines and very many 
other matters will come up for discussion 
and settlement. 

The pig iron rates are to be overhauled, 
the lumber question, with all its complica- 
tions, may once more cause trouble, the 
issues involved in the adjustment of dif- 
ferentials between points in the west and 
southern centers, the compress compromise 
recently made by the railroads and the 
compress men as to rates for compression 
of cotton for the ensuing season—all these 
important topics are slated for the meet- 
ing’s consideration and action. 

It is believed that this will be the most 
largely attended as well as the most im- 
portant meeting of traffic men ever before 
held in the south.

Conferences Held Yesterday. 

Yesterday there were several conferences 
held by traffic managers of many of the 
roads who came in one day ahead of the 
regular meeting. 

The initial lines at Macon, meaning the 
lines that enter that city, were represented 
at a conference looking to the agreement 
upon some basis of allotment of the cotton 
traffic that is to center at Macon this sea- 
son. 

Major Shellman, traffic manager, and 
General Freight Agent Winburn, of the 
Central; R. G. Stone, of the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida; E. C. Mahoney, of the 
Macon and Northern; Traffic Manager John 
Culp, General Freight Agent Edwin Fitz- 
gerald and District Freight Agent Griffin, 
of the Southern, and General Freight and 
Passenger Agent Jackson, of the Georgia, 
composed the attendance upon this confer- 
ence. 

After some little discussion the repre- 
sentatives of these roads agreed to a plan 
of allotment of the Macon cotton business, 
determining what percentage of the Macon 
cotton each of them should haul. 

The result of this conference will De re- 
ported to the general meeting of traffic 
men today fof ratification. 

There was a conference of the roads en- 
tering Augusta, held for the purpose of ar- 
riving at a just and equitable division of 
the cotton business of that city this season, 
and an agreement was reached. This re- 
sukt will likewise be reported today to the 
regular meeting for ratification. 

Railroad men holding responsible post- 
tions with lines at nearly all of the cotton 
centers of the south have already held 
similar conferences and will be ready to 
report today to the meeting as to the di- 
vision that has been agreed upon in the 
handling of the cotton that gathers at their 
respective towns. 

In this way much of the difficulty of 
shaping percentages of the cotton crop to 
be allowed this road and that will have 
been already met by the time the traffic 
managers and freight agents come to it in 
their routine today. 

Commissioner Stahiman will reach At- 
lanta today from Nashville to be in atten- 
dance upon the meeting. 


Reviewing Mr. Spencer’s Work. 

Everybody at all interested in the railway 
interests of the south is looking forward 
with great interest to the meeting. of the 
stockholders of the Southern railway, to 
be held in Richmond on the 34 instant. 

At that meeting a proposition will be made 
to cover the company’s properties with a 
mortgage amounting to $120,000,000. 

This will be the first general .meeting of 
the stockholders since the work of reor- 
ganization started several months ago. 

Reviewing the work of the reorganization 
of the old roads in the south by the men 
who are now managing the Southern, The 
Railway Review has the following interest- 
ing points brought out in an article pub- 
lished in the last issue: 

“The reorganization of the 
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AT WHOLESALE BY THE TRADE GENERALLY.- 


Terminal system has been definitely and 


formally completed, and many properties 
have lost their identities and become 
merged in the Southern Railway Company. 
This company now operates 4,500 miles of 
railroad and 150 miles of water line. With 
the exception of 491 miles, Goldsboro, N. C., 
to Atlanta, which is leased, the entire 
system is owned by the company. The old 
Richmond Terminal Company did not own 
any railroad at all, and the Richmond and 
Danville owned only 145 miles. The rest of 
the Richmond and Danville system was 
made up of some thirty separate companies, 
ranging in length from six to 52 miles. On 
such a basis efficiency and economy were 
impossible, and a good opportunity was 
afforded for objectionable methods in ac- 
counting. The organization of the Bast 


Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia was more’ 


compact, but it, too, left much to be de- 
sired. As a result of this reorganization 
over thirty corporations, whose affairs and 
securities were. interlocked in every c®&- 
ceivable way and in almost hopeless con- 
fusion, have been united in one company, 
wiping out thirty boards of directors and 
thirty sets of separate accounts. g 
@ number of small branck& lines, the South- 
ern Railway Company extends from Wash- 
ington, D. C., Alexandria, West Point and 
Richmond, Va., via Salisbury, N. C., to Au- 
gusta and Atlanta, and thence to the Mis- 
sissippi river at Greenville. At Salisbury 
another main 
North Carolina by way of Asheville; thence 
over to Knoxville and Chattanooga, Tenn., 
and from there to Rome, Ga., where it 
divides, one line going to Brunswick and 
the other to Meridian, Miss. Another line 
runs from Louisville to Lexington and Bur- 
gin, Ky., there connecting with the Cin- 
cinnati Southern. The Cincinnati Southern 
and Memphis and Charleston were included 
in the plan of reorganization as originally 
promulgated, but were dropped from the 
amended plan, as /the security holders 
failed to accept the terms offered. The 
general impression is that, sooner or later, 
these lines will be absorbed by the Southern 
Railway Company. It is also expected this 
company will, sooner or later, secure con- 
trol of the Georgia Central road.”’

The Cereal] Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Bulls in wheat have had another discour- 
aging week. While strenu?us efforts fail- 
ed to dislodge long stuff, the market kept 
all the week within a very narrow ralige. 
Rallies were mostly fractional. In point of 
foct buyers were deterred by conditions. 
Iirst came the large stocks. ‘Today's state- 
ments will make the visible supply over 
70,000,000 bushels. At present this is a dead 
weight upon speculation. Last week the 
werid’s visible supply increased 4,000,000 
bushels. On Monday the visible in this 
country reached 69,0v0,000. Unless there is a 
big drop in reeeipts it seems probable that 
the available supply of wheat in the United 
‘States and Canada will, in the not distant 
future, exceed 100,000,000 bushels. It is now 
92,000,000. It is idle tc belittle the impor- 
tancg and influence of the presence of these 
stocks. But they are not all. They must 
be coupled with the large crop movement. 

teceipts at the west last week were still 
in the neighborhood of a million bushels a 
day, and were somewhat larger than for the 
corresponding week in 1893. The following 
compares the western 
during the past week, the week preceding 
and the corresponding period a year ago:

These wheat figures speak for themselves. 
The largest receipts were up in the north- 
west. Nearly every day Minneapolis and 
Duluth received more wheat than on the 
corresponding day a year ago. It was ex- 
plained, however, that the forest fires had 
interrupted traffic, causing larger receipts 
last week after the tracks were .cleared. 
A noteworthy feature to the crop movement 
was the meager arrivals of spring wheat at 
Chicago, whichis explained by the fact that 
better prices are obtained at markets near- 
er the farmer. The government crop report, 
raising the estimate to about 410,000,000 
bushels, had a depressing effect, and it 
was felt that this figure was much too 
small and that the crop gathered was near- 
er 500,000,000 bushels than 400,000,000. As be- 
fure pointed out, the only blighted territory 
in the wheat country is South Dadota. 
Prime’s advices, for example, show how 
severe the damage has been: ‘Scotland, 
S. D.—Wheat all threshed and will be fed 
to hogs and cattle; none to ship. Mitchell, 
S. D.—Yield 4 bushels to acre. Half the 
farmers buying wheat at 50 cents per bush- 
el for feed. Yankton, S. D.—No wheat for 
shipping this season.’’ The crops of Eu- 
rope seem also to have been underestimated 
judging from tne dragging foreign markets 
and the indisposition of the foreigners to 
buy. During the past week, therefore, the 
export trade was exceedingly dull. Daily 
purchases ranged from 3 boathoads to 20. It 
was very disheartening to see wheat selling 
at practically the lowest prices on record 
and Europe merely a spectator. The out- 
look seems to be for dull markets in wheat 
with rallies when shorts cover. Good com- 
mission houses think that on concessions 
wheat should be bought for traders’ profits. 

The corn market has been disappointing 
to the bulls because of larger receipts than 
anticipated. Nearly every day arrivals at 
Chicago were in excess of the estimates 
and the increase was steady. It was not 
exactly what the bulls had looked for. 
Prices declined quite sharply, but it was 
significant that the country continued the 
buyer, and it should be pretty well posted 
atout crop conditions and reserves. If re- 
ceipts at Chicago this week average be- 
tween 400 and 500 cars a day, there will 
hardly be any pyrotechnics in the corn pit. 
If receipts have a sharp drop, look out for 
a sharp rise, say the bulls. The govern- 
ment crop report made the yield 1,100,000,000 
bushels. Nobody believed it but the bulls. 
Everybody cried that the averages were 
too low. They may have been, but it is 
significant that the state report of the 
largest producer, lowa. makes the condition 
36, against the government’s 40. There is 
no question but that nearly all the stafe 
reports of the surplus states will make the 
crop of each smaller than government fig- 
ures. Oats were strong because of the feel- 
ing that they are low in comparison with 
corn, and because receipts were lighter. It 
-ppears that in all the grain markets. af- 
ter facts are boiled down, the question of 
prices is one of receipts. Provisions were 
also very strong during the week in spite of 
the efforts of packers to depress them. The 
provision situation is this: The country is 
long of products at very much lower prices 
than those which now prevail. It believes 
in the market because of the shortage in 
the corn crop. It is confident that the’ pack- 
ers will not be able to shake it out as 
they have done so often in the past.

Now comes the romantic side, and about 
spe whole affair is cast the glamour of 
ardent love and strange infatuation.

Mr. Walton arrived in the city yesterday 
morning. He came direct from Titusville 
and stopped over a day purposely to take 
a jook at the woman who was Mrs. Hicken. 
His colleague, Dr. Walter S. Graham, who 
saw the woman here while on his. way 
home after his summer vacation, was very 
much interested in the case.

the weather forecasts and meterological 
data within easy reach of the people. 
“From this ‘office alone,’’ continued Mr. 
Gorgas, “the bureau now furnishes forty- 
four towns in Georgia with daily forecasts, 
including frost and cold wave warnings, 
and thirty-eight with cold wave and frost 
wurnings only. Quite recently five impor- 
tant towns tn the state have been recom- 
mended for centers from which warnings of 
the approach of ‘tropical cyclones’ may be 
distributed by wire and other means. Sey- 
enty-three smuallcr towns have also been 
recommended for the receipt of ‘emergency 
warnings’ or warnings of the approach of 
storms and cold waves ot unusual severity. 
“The weather bureau's many regular ob- 
servatories, scattered over the entire coun- 
try, form a vast system for thé collection 
and distribution of reifable weather data 
and at precisely the same minute (8 o'clock, 
joth meridian time) each morning and even- 
ing, Sunday or holiday, rain or shine, an ob- 
servation of the atmospheric pressure, tem- 
perature, clowis, rainfall, wind direction 
and velocity is taken at each station of the 
entire system, from the Canadian bortler to 
the guif coast and from the Atlantic to the 
Pacilic; and within an hour these observa- 
tions are all rusning over the wires to cer- 
tain designated collection centers, from 
which they are again sent over the wires. 
Kach station which originally sent an ob- 
servation receives the reports of all the 
other’ stations. From these telegraphic 
reports, or ‘signals,’ as they are usually
